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Showdown In Sacramento 


Legislators Battle Budget 


SACRAMENTO (AP) — The 


legislature struggled today to 
end a budget deadlock and send 
economy-minded Gov. Reagan a 
budget of up to $7.4 billion— as 
much as $600 million in the red. 


The Republican governor was 


ready with his veto knife, 
threatening 
to 
slash 
the 


Democrat-fashioned 
spending 


program all the way back to the 
level of his original $6.74 billion 
austerity budget submitted Feb. 
2. 


At the $7.3 billion level, 


Californians could face a tax 
increase of $200 million to $400 


million this year to balance the 
budget. Taxes, along with 
welfare reform, will become the 
next big issue between Reagan 
and Democrats who control the 
Senate and Assembly. 


The compromise 
legislative 


budget was finally settled on 
just before midnight Thursday 
— 24 hours after the state en- 
tered a new fiscal year without a 
budget for the third consecutive 
time. 


Of the four Democrats and two 


Republicans on the Senate- 
Assembly conference com- 
mittee, only Republican Sen. 


Fred Marler of Redding refused 
to sign the document. 


Marler 
said 
he 
was 


philosophically opposed to such 
a big spending program, but 
might vote for it on the floor. But 
he said it was "way, way out of 
balance... probably around $700 
million." 


Reagan 
has 
urged 


Republicans to give the budget 
the two-thirds margin vote it 
needs to pass the two houses to 
end the budget crisis but GOP 
Sen. John Harmer of Glendale 
said "I think we may have to 
swallow awfully hard" to vote 


for it. 


Reagan knew he had the final 


word with his item veto which 
allows him to reduce or 
eliminate spending items, but he 
cannot add to the budget. 


"California 
can have 
a 


workable budget without a tax 
increase," the governor in- 
sisted. 


He faced, 
however, 
the 


politically sensitive task of 
cutting state employe salary 
increases, higher education 
funds and state aid to public 
schools. 


Reagan insisted California 


could not afford a luxury budget 
and a tax increase in a year of 
recession and high unem- 
ployment. 


Democrats argued a tax-boost 


was unavoidable and that 
Reagan's budget was too lean to 
meet the needs of California's 20 
million residents. 


Assemblyman Willie L. Brown 


Jr., D-San Francisco, the chief 
budget negotiator, said, "It's a 
budget people can live with. . . 
this is a reasonable budget." 


Details were withheld until the 


legislative debate, but Brown

The basic meaning of the word "exclude" is "to shut out." If one restricts his friendships on 


the basis of family lineage, financial means, personal prestige, and the like, he will find these 
relationships narrow and unsatisfying. Truly rewarding relationships are based upon genuine 
worth and a community of edifying interests, which broaden human experience and lead one to 
include all mankind in a sense of Christian brotherhood.

Hospital Status Told 
By Medical Director 


The current status and uti- 


lization 
of Tehama 
General 


Hospital is reported in a letter 
from Dr. Hugh W. Garland, the 
medical director, 
to Dale 


Pickell, 
chairman 
of 
the 


Tehama County Board of S- 
upervisors' Health and Welfare 


' Committee. Its publication was 
•' authorized last night by the 


county Hospital and Safety 
Commission. 


This is the letter, in full: 


Dear Mr. Pickell: 


I am enclosing a statistical 


work sheet which covers the 
first five months of this year's 
activity at Tehama 
General 


Hospital. This month of June, 
which I believe will be even 
more 
impressive, 
is 
not 


currently available. 


You will note that in almost 


every aspect of utilization of our 
facility, there has been an ap- 
preciable improvement. The 
record shows that our daily 
patient 
census 
has 
never 


dropped to the January level, 
and that in March, and April, we 
maintained a 29.13 occupancy. 
This improvement is also 
reflected in the average per- 
centage of occupancy which was 
almost 73 per cent for March 
and April. For a 40 bed hospital, 
this compares very favorably 
with other institutions, both 
locally and nationally, and 
represents medical and surgical 
cases only, without the benefit of 
a census flooded with acute 
emergencies and maternity pat- 
ients. Our total patient days 
have increased from 723 in 
February to 822 in May, and you 
will note that this reached a 903 
level in the month of March. 


We take heart and some 


gratification also in the financial 
status as recorded 
in the 


hospital ledger For a very long 
time the hospital has shown a 
monthly deficit, and no profit. In 
January, 1971 the books indicate 
a profit of $5,442; February - 
$3,914; March - $17,366, and in 
April - $6,811.1 am sorry that the 
figures for May and June are not 
available. Also we have had 
some unusual expenses such as 
$26,000 for overhead sprinklers, 
$200 for inside paint job, etc. 
Albeit, as of April, we show a 
gross profit of $4,094. Small as 
this 
is, 
it 
indicates 
that 


utilization of the hospital is bein- 
g increased by the citizens of 
this county who desire to see this 
facility maintained. 


You will note on the statistical 


sheet, that the clinic utilization 
has increased considerably. Our 
private paying cases have in- 
creased from 41 in February to 
78 in May, and welfare patients 
from 78 in February to 111 in 
May. This figure reached to 152 
in March. 


f am also including a letter 


from the sheriff 
of Tehama 


County indicating that there has 
been a marked reduction in the 
medical expenditure in that 
office 
as 
the result of re- 


f-valuation, and some corrective 
procedures. You will note that 
there has been a considerable 
drop in the monthly medical 
expanses for the 
months of 


M;.rch April, and May. Also we 
h*vp reduced the number of 


patient visits from the jail to the 
hospital outpatient clinic, and 
also the number of visits of the 
doctor to the jail for un- 
necessary medical attention. 


I would also like to point out, 


Mr. Pickell, that the con- 
troversial hospital survey, and 
fictitious allegations, which 
have 
taken 
on 
such 


magnanimous 
proportions, 


almost all preceded my coming 
to Tehama General Hospital as 
Medical Director. I nave tried to 
maintain an honest, and un- 
biased attitude in these matters, 
but have 
been, 
and 
am, 


currently, 
investigating each 


item. Many of these problems, 
and misunderstandings have 
been rectified. But I 
am 


distressed at the disrespect and 
libelous accusations which have 
been publicly disseminated 
relating to the medical doctors, 
who practice in this town, and in 
this county. You see, "the sloppy 
records" and "substandard 
procedures" accusations have 
to be the results of looking over 
the records of the men, who ran 
and staffed the Tehama General 
Hospital sinre its inception, and 
this inevitably includes almost 
all of the local physicians, who 
are now currently practicing 
medicine. Whatever condition it 
got into relates directly back to 
those who utilized the facility for 
so long, but refused to keep good 
records or to fulfill whatever 
demands the California Hospital 
Association may have placed on 
them. Naturally, there was so 
much 
unfinished, 
and 
in- 


complete 
work 
when 
the 


hospital was abandoned en m- 
asse, Uiat tnose wno nave come 
more recently, have been unable 
to clear up all of the deficien- 
cies. We are working on these. 


We were pleased with the 


attitude and courtesy recently 
shown by the visiting team from 
the State Bureau of Health 
Facilities Licensing and Cer- 
tification Department of Public 
Health. These men did not ap- 
pear to have been too impressed 
with the newspaper, and private 
criticisms directed to them. 
With these men, we were able to 
have a congenial dialogue in 
which they encouraged us, and 
offered to help us in any way 
possible. 


We appreciate what you are 


doing, in behalf of your com- 
mittee, on Health and Welfare, 
and know 
that your 
fellow 


county supervisors are trying to 
meet the demands of the 
majority of county voters, who 
have indicated their approval of 
Tehama General Hospital. 


The task that lies before us is 


tremendous, but by no means as 
great as it was at the beginning 
of this year. Everyone at the 
hospital is endeavoring to do his 
part to fulfill his obligation of 
providing an adequate facility, 
and delivering the very best 
medical care that is available 
anywhere. We ntcd the support 
and encouragement of 
the 


County Board of Supervisors, 
and feel confident that, with 
this, all of the other allegedly 
inefficiencies will be resolved.

Warning 
Required

WASHINGTON (AP) — U. S. 


tobacco companies have been 
given six months to agree on a 
health warning to accompany 
the bubbling brooks, pretty girls 
and cattle roundups in their 
cigarette advertising. 


The Federal Trade Com- 


mission wasted no time in its 
ruling Thursday. The 3-1 vote 
with one abstention came as a 
congressional prohibition on 
cigarette advertising expired. 


The tobacco companies were 


given six months to sign a 
legally 
binding 
consent 


agreement requiring them to 
include in advertisements 
a 


"clearly and conspicuously 
displayed" 
note 
saying: 


"Warning! 
The 
Surgeon 


General has determined 
that 


cigarette smoking is dangerous 
to your health." 


That warning already is 


required on cigarette packages 
and cartons. 


All cigarette advertising has 


been banned from radio and 
television since Jan. 2 this year. 


Some 
provisions 
of 
the 


proposed consent agreement are 
still open for negotiation, in- 
cluding the standards for "clear 
and conspicuous display," such 
as the size of type that would be 
required. 


However, 
Gerald 
Thain, 


assistant director for food and 
drug advertising in the FTC's 
Bureau of Consumer Protection, 
said the advertisements should 
not be "a symphony of seduction 
with only a flute of warning." 


The FTC action Thursday 


accused two of the six tobacco 
companies of alleged deception 
by failing to include any war- 
ning message in print ad- 
vertisements and charged the 
other four with inadequate 
caution messages.

NEW YORK (AP) — One of 


the most obvious and distressing 
domestic problems these days is 
the failure of many white collar 
and service industries 
to 


produce the quantity and quality 
of work desired of them. 


Transportation, power and 


communications break down, 
letters contain typos, repairmen 
decline house calls, men's suits 
take three weeks to alter, 
municipal 
workers 
are 


disgruntled, sanitation jobs are 
scorned. 


And while the situation .has 


long existed and has been the 
fuel 
of countless blowups, 


complaints and threats, it might 
possibly get even worse in the 
next few decades because of two 
persistent factors: 
1. The 


economy is steadily becoming 
more 
service 
oriented. 


Relatively more people work at 
supplying services today than 
work in agriculture, mining and 
production of goods. Demand 
often exceeds supply, pushing 
up costs. 


2. The productivity of service 


workers is lagging, and in some 


instances is declining, putting a 
graduated and not clearly 
measured drag on economic 
growth. 


The situation is ready-made 


for the nation's 
industrial 


engineers, the men who study 
systems and methods and 
motivations, but so far they 
haven't mastered the problem 
nor has management expressed 
great interest in having it 
solved. 


Who is to blame? To begin 


with, everyone. Individuals at 
every level of the economic 
scale are demanding more 
services. Secondly, educators 
who have failed to make such 
jobs attractive. And thirdly, 
managers who fail to motivate 
and reward such workers in 
order 
to 
increase 
their 


productivity. 


You might also blame the 


industrial engineers. These are 
the people — once called time 
and motion study men — who 
analyzed America's factories, 
measuring each task in an effort 
to improve work flow, to 
methodize, to systemize. 


They did a good job. There is

Water Control Board 
Hits U.S. Program 


SACRAMENTO (AP)— The 


Army Corps of Engineers is 
loading California down with 
"pollution by paperwork" by 
trying to implement an 1899 law, 
says the chairman of the State 
Water Resources Control Board. 


In a 
resolution adopted 


Thursday, the board said the 
new 
federal 
antipollution 


program will "create confusion, 
waste and delay" in California's 
enforcement of its own strong 
water quality program. 


Board chairman Kerry W 


Mulligan said the law under 
which the Corps of Engineers is 
operating "was never designed 
for the complicated problems of 
pollution control in the 1970s." 


The state board told its staff 


and the nine regional boards 
working under it to give first 


priority to establishing and 
enforcing 
California's own 


waste water controls. 


Under the board's edict, 


federal discharge permits would 
be processed by state officials 
only "if it helps in the fight 
against water pollution." 


The board's resolution was 


aimed 
at 
the 
Corps 
of 


Engineers' effort to enforce the 
1899 Refuse Act which prohibits 
discharging "any refuse matter 
of any kind" into navigable 
waters and tributaries. 


Jerome Gilbert, the board's 


executive officer, said the state 
intends to cooperate with the 
federal government, "but our 
first job is to assign staff time to 
end water pollution and not to 
fill out forms."

In many parts of the country 


this July 4 holiday weekend, 
ambulances, tow trucks and st- 
ate troopers speeding to auto 
accidents will be trailed by 
another man— a traffic safety 
researcher. 


Snapping photographs and 


interviewing witnesses, the re- 
searcher will be gathering data 
as part of the U.S. Department 
of Transportation's 
effort to 


strengthen safety on the 
nation's highways. 


Auto safety research teams 


have been at work across the 
country for the past three years. 
They include psychologists, 
engineers and technicians who 
have probed hundreds of ac- 
cidents. 


One of the teams, from the 


Research Triangle Institute 
near Raleigh, N.C., uses a white 
car with a green flasher light on 
top. The team monitors the state 
patrol radio to get to the ac- 
cident scene before the cars are 
towed away. 


The teams investigate only 


personal injury accidents in- 
volving autos manufactured 


during the past three years. 
Each investigation takes from 
21 days to three months. 


Operating under grants from 


the 
Transportation Dep- 


artment's National Highway 
Safety Bureau, the researchers 
are still analyzing much of their 
information. Court suits and the 
reluctance of persons to say how 
badly they were injured slow 
down investigations. 


A research team based in 


Atlanta, Ga., found a variety of 
causes for individual accidents. 
A number of investigations 
showed front-seat passengers 
and drivers suffered serious 
head injuries from the hood 
flying up through the wind- 
shield. 
Although researchers have 


discovered that the majority of 
accidents involve more than one 
factor, they agree on the most 
frequent single cause of acci- 
dents: drunken driving. 


"We feel the amount of 


money, time and lip service paid 
to alcohol is far out of proportion 
to what is actually done about 
it," Fred Tyner, chief engineer 
of the Triangel Institute's 
research program, said.

driver's friends in an attempt to 
determine his mental condition 
before he got behind the wheel. 


Meanwhile, technicians go 


over the vehicle, checking for 
age, mechanical defects and 
safety equipment. Engineers 
examine the road surface, 
taking into account the time of 
day and weather conditions.

House Passes Two 
Major Health Bills 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
— 


Taking what were termed "the 
first major steps in attacking 
the nation's health crisis on a 
systematic basis," the House 
has passed innovative bills 
authorizing $3.5 billion for 
medical training. 


With votes of 343 to 3 on a $2.8- 


billion comprehensive health- 
manpower measure and 323 to 0 
on its companion $710-million 
nurse-education bill, the House 
sent the three-year 
plans 


Thursday to the Senate — which 
has a similar package, covering 
five years and $6.9 billion, on its 
calendar. 


The House-endorsed program, 


said Chairman Paul G. Rogers, 
D-Fla., of the public health 
subcommittee, 
aims 
at 


"shortening the curriculum for 
physicians, gaining at least five 
more 
medical 
schools, 


graduating more family doc- 
tors, helping financially shaky 
medical schools, and having 
doctors go to critical shortage 


areas." 


After inserting 
provisions 


prohibiting 
discrimination 


based on sex, the House ac- 
cepted the measures basically 
as developed by the sub- 
committee — containing key 
provisions that go far beyond 
what the Nixon administration 
had sought. 


Rogers said the bills would 


seek to satisfy the "needs in the 
manpower field by 1978," with a 
major new idea being a so-called 
capitation grant to medical 
schools based on the number of 
students in various classes. 


In addition, family-doctor 


training provisions are included, 
which, supporters said, wipe out 
major objections President 
Nixon raised last year when he 
vetoed 
a 
family-medicine 


measure. 


Once 
approved,

authorization bills would be 
subject to later legislative 
funding through appropriations 
measures.

About 19.5 
million people 65 and over have 
enrolled for this supplementary 
medical insurance protection. 
Their monthly premiums cover 
half the cost of their protection. 
The other half comes from 
general federal revenues.

State Mailing New 
Medi-Cal Cards To 
Welfare Recipients 


The State began mailing a new 


Medi-Cal card today to each of 
California's 2% million welfare 
recipients. 


Dr. Earl W. Brian, Director of 


the Medi-Cal program, said the 
new monthly card, featuring 
health 
service labels, 
is 


designed to simplify claims 
payments and save the program 
about $5 million annually. 


Heretofore, the State has paid 


counties to mail Medi-Cal in- 
dentification cards, but two 
different cards have been 
issued, depending upon a 
county's printing facilities. 


"This new card has 10 labels 


that are to be placed on claims 
as services are rendered by the 
health care providers," Dr. 
Brian said. 


For the first time in the five 


years of the State-Federal 
program in California, each 
Medi-cal recipient will have his 
own card. Under the old system, 
a single card often was issued to 
families. 


If additional health care is 


necessary, the 80,000 persons or 
businesses who give the care 
have been instructed on how to 
validate those claims.

While forbidding what was 


called 
"excessive 
en- 


tanglements between govern- 
ment and religion," Chief 
Justice Warren E Burger said 
the Constitution does not 
demand 
"total 
separation 


between church and state." 


This "is not possible in an 


absolute sense," he said. 


It is the idea of religious 


freedom, that men's faith must 
be free of governmental con- 
trols. "Congress shall make no 
law respecting an establishment 
of religion or prohibiting the free 
exercise thereof," says the First 
Amendment. 


The U. S. Constitution set a 


new pattern of religious freedom , 


which gradually has spread 
through much of the world. It is 
what Jefferson first called a 
"wall of separation between 
church and state." 


"We are a religious people 


whose institutions presuppose a 
Supreme Being Supreme Court 
Justice William O. Douglas has 
said, although he is one of the 
strictest interpreters of church- 
state separation. 


Through the years, the stress 


and pull of both values, both 
prime rudiments of the nation, 
have produced varying ap- 
proaches. Schools themselves 
remained 
largely 
under 


Protestant auspices, with state 
support, until 1840 when public 
schools got started. 


But in the last quarter- 


century, with growing diversity 


in America, the issue has 
brought a continuing line of 
court battles. 


In that time, the high court 


has banned officially sponsored 
prayers and Bible reading from 
public 
schools, 
rejected 


religious grounds for Sunday 
closing laws, and prohibited 
requiring belief in God as a 
criteria for conscientious ob- 
jection to war or for holding 
state office. 


But the court also has sanc- 


tioned teaching "about" religion 
in public schools, has upheld the 
phrase "under God" as part of 
the pledge of allegiance, has 
approved states paying for 
transportation and textbooks for 
church school pupils, and 
allowed "released time" from 
public schools for religious 
instruction.

WASHINGTON — Democratic 


National 
Chairman 
Larry 


O'Brien is trying to bring the 
Democratic presidential con- 
tenders 
together 
in 
the 


backrooms this month to set 
campaign spending limits. 


He's afraid they'll squander 


their money in the primaries 
and won't be able to raise 
enough for the final election 
drive. He'll also ask the con- 
tenders to pledge their financial 
resources to the candidate who 
wins 
the 
presidential 


nomination. 


O'Brien has run into unex- 


pected opposition, however, 
from Indiana's Sen. Birch Bayh 
who has dazzled Democrats with 
his high-powered campaign. 


He 
has 
courted 
key 


Democrats with champagne 
breakfasts, chauffeur-driven 
Rolls-Royces, plane tickets to 
Washington and other costly 
services. 
At a reception in 


Madison, Wis., Bayh provided 
two free bars and a rock band. 
And in Chicago, he threw a 
black-tie 
dinner 
featuring 


Laugh-In's Lili Tomlin and 
George Shearing. 


B a y h ' s 
c a m p a i g n 


headquarters is carpeted and 
furnished in executive-suite 
splendor. He has a professional 
campaign staff, which have 
adopted such expensive in- 
novations as a special radio 
network, which rushes out 
Bayh's statements on two leased 
long-distance lines to the radio 
networks and hundreds of in-

dependent stations for their 
news shows. 


In response to O'Brien's ap- 


peal, Bayh has argued that a 
spending limit would hurt 
candidates like himself who 
need public exposure to catch up 
with front-runner Sen. Ed 
Muskie. 


The source of Bayh's cam- 


paign cash has been one of 
Washington's great mysteries, 
and the Senator and his aides 
have kept mum. Nevertheless, 
we have been able to lift some of 
the secrecy. 


AND $250,000 LOAN 


We have learned, for example, 


that the Bayh organization 
approached 
the American 


Security and Trust Co. in 
Washington earlier this year to 
line up a $250,000 loan to meet 
the Senator's early expenses. 


The bank at first gave some 


encouragement. 
But when 


Bayh's aides sat down with bank 
officials in Washington last 
February, the deal fell through. 


The bank's general counsel 


decided the loan would violate 
the Corrupt Practices Act's 
strictures against contributions 
for political campaigns by 
corporations or national banks. 


While the Bayh fund-raisers 


were apparently willing to 
accept such a dubious favor 
from the bank, they insist that 
the campaign has not accepted 
"one nickel that has one string 
on it." 


Despite Bayh's close ties to 


organized labor, they further 
insist that "not one nickel" of 


the Senator's campaign money 
is coming from the unions. 


Bayh has been taking in 


between $25,000 and $30,000 a 
month 
to 
finance 
his 


presidential ambitions, ac-. 
cording to one insider, who said 
most of the money had been 
raised by Milton Gilbert. The 
New York industrialist played 
down 
his 
own role 
but 


acknowledged that "a few 
hundred thousand dollars have 
been raised to date." 


He said he had contributed 


heavily in 1968 to Richard 
Nixon's campaign through their 
mutual friend, Robert Ab- 
planalp. 


One insider asserts Bayh, who 


lives in high style in a 
fashionable, 
decorator-perfect 


home with frequent catered 
parties, doesn't dip into his own 
pocket for politics. He pays 
income taxes on about $100,000 a 
year, much of it coming from 
lecturing but some from a 340- 
acre farm at Shirkeyville, Ind., 
says this source. 


But 
Bayh's 
campaign 


manager, Jim Nicholson, says 
the Senator helps pay his own 
campaign expenses. He is so 
short of cash that he will have to 
borrow money to take his family 
on a short vacation in August, 
says Nicholson.

Negative News From White House

The administration's series of 


negative statements regarding 
possible steps that might be 
taken to strengthen the economy 
is causing a lot of perplexity in 
political and economic circles. 


It isn't so much the economic 


thinking that causes the con- 
sternation. A good many private 
economists agree with the ad- 
ministration that the ingredients 
for a recovery could indeed be 
there, even if not clearly visible 
as yet. 


The concern is perhaps more 


with the manner. 


These are the President's 


decisions, 
as 
relayed 
by 


Treasury Secretary John B. 
Connally: 


"He is not going to institute a 


wage and price review board. 
He is not going to institute 
mandatory wage and price 
controls. He is not going to seek 
tax reductions. He is not going to 
increase fiscal spending." 


Place those statements in this 


context: 


More Americans ^re jobless 


than at any time in a decade. 
There are well over 5 million of 
them, and perhaps 25 million are 
directly affected by wage- 
earners' idleness. Millions more 
such idle ware-earners' co- 
workers and neighbors are 
frightened that the same could 
happen to them. 


Seldom in recent years have 


people been more reluctant to 
buy when they had the capacity 
to buy, the main reason being 
their fear of their immediate 
future. Unemployment, interest 
rates and prices are rising. 


It is widely believed by 


economists that if consumer 
confidence were strengthened, 
the economy would, immediately 
start moving ahead again, 
although not without problems. 
As it is, retail sales are far 
behind purchasing power. 


Why, 
then 
the 
ad- 


ministration's emphasis on the 


negative, especially when it is a 
tenet of politics that a wise 
administrator 
or candidate 


refrains from saying what he 
can't do, if only to avoid being 
tagged a do-nothing? 


Among those most perplexed 


by the statements is Albert 
Sindlinger, whose constantly 
updated surveys of consumer 
attitudes make him sensitive to 
the fears and hopes of ordinary 
Americans rich and poor, coast 
to coast. 


"It is quite clear that whoever 


is running that 
show in 


Washington doesn't understand 
the consumer," he said. "This is 
going to knock down the con- 
sumer confidence index 10 
points." 


It has been shown that the 


lower the confidence the less 
there is a tendency for people 
and businesses to make plans. 
Once it was thought that if you 
put money into the hands of the 
consumer he would spend it. 
This belief is now known to be 
false. 


Trust, he said. He has no per- 
sonal fortune, he said; indeed, 
he owes an Indianapolis bank 
$7,500. 


WASHINGTON WHIRL 


Pro-Alcohol Director? — The 


Nixon Administration may 
alienate the nation's teetotalers 
by its choice for the director of 
the new National Institute on 
Alcohol and Alcoholism. He is 
Dr. Morris E. Chafetz, author of 
the book "Liquor: The Servant 
of Man." The book contains such 
comments as, "Alcohol and sex 
have the same wonderful power 
to lift life to a different per- 
spective," and "This writer has

thoroughly and believes it is not 
wrong." Chafetz says he 
deliberately made the book 
favorable in an effort to bring 
out the positive side of the issue. 
He also points out that he has 
done a number of other, more 
serious books on the subject.

Never More Difficult 
HAYWARD (AP) — "Never in 


history has the policeman's job 
been more difficult," says state 
Atty. Gen. Evelle J. Younger. 


Some 86 California peace 


officers were killed in line of 
duty in the decade between 1960 
and 1970, Younger told the East 
Bay Press Club. 


He listed 58 city policemen, 15 


deputy sheriffs and 13 California 
Highway Patrolmen. 


If the policeman's job is more 


difficult, "It is also more im- 
portant than ever before," said 
Younger. "In fact there has 
never been a time when law 
enforcement was more deser- 
ving of respect and received less 
of it." 


Today's officer must be "well 


educated and trained," 
and 


know criminal law and the law 
of evidence, he said. 


"The young man who spits on 


a policeman or throws a rock is 
often one who needs the police 
most," he said. "If law and 
order were replaced by anarchy 
he'd be among the first to be 
destroyed." 


Younger said in his opinion 


wiretaps are justified in some 
circumstances. 
He said this 


should be legalized in the state 
as they have been on the federal 
court level.

nomical ? It seems impossible 
that anyone can afford to be 
sick.

Dear Mr. T.: 
It is true that it is a great 


luxury—which few people can 


afford — to be 
ill a n d h o s- 
pitalized 
f o r 


more t h a n a 
few 
w e e k s . 


For this very 
r e a s o n pre- 
ventive medi- 
cine is one of 
the major ap- 
proa c h e s to 
the problem. It 
is hoped that 
early detection 


and early treatment of disease 
will at least reduce the unbe- 
lievable cost of long- hospitali- 
zation. 
Fortunately, national a n d 


state h e a l t h programs can 
ease the burden for some peo- 
ple. Private insurance too can 
help relieve the impact of 
staggering medical bills. 


A voluntary hospital is a gi- 


gantic complex that could not 
possibly exist except for the 
generosity of those who main- 
tain it and balance the defi- 
cits. Even with the tremen- 
dous expense to the individual 
patient, the charges do not 
cover the full cost of a hos- 
pital stay. 


Most patients are only in 


contact with their doctors, the 
nurses, the orderlies and an 
occasional laboratory techni- 
cian. During a period of ill- 
ness, it can hardly be expected 
that patients would be aware 
of the maintenance workers, 
engineers, dieticians, laundry 
workers, cooks, elevator oper- 
ators, firemen, police protec- 
tion, secretaries, accountants, 
and a vast array of adminis- 
trative personnel. 


The list *could continue al- 


most endlessly. It has been 
estimated that for every pa- 
tient, there probably are more 
than 10 people involved in 
some form of hospital rela- 
tionship with him. 


There was a time, at the 


turn of the century, when hos- 
pital workers were paid insig- 
nificant wages. They accepted 
this because they were given 
a sort of badge of distinction 
for "dedication." 


We have grown since then. 


We have learned that dedica- 
tion can be expcted only after 
nurses and all other hospital 
workers are provided with the 
right to live in dignity with 
social security benefits, work- 
men's compensation, adequate 
paid holidays, and their own 
health insurance. 


Few people know that 25 


years ago a graduate physi- 
cian, seeking additional train- 
ing, was paid $50 a month 
during his fourth year of a 
residency program. Today he 
rightfully 
earns 
$10,000 
to 


$15,000 a year. He and his 
family can now live comfort- 
ably while getting the extra 
training that will eventually 
benefit the public. 


Astronomical is really the 


right word to describe the cost 
of hospital care and it must 
become greater, inevitably, as 
the cost of running a hospital 
increases.

profession that holds up as a 
shining light a criminal that 
went "unhanged". And I do 
mean Clarence Darrow.

Our Institutionalized Norms 
To the editor—Sir: 


One of the main foundations of 


the stability of our super-tribe 
are our institutionalized norms; 
ie, our laws. The primary 
function of law in any society is 
to establish and maintain a 
social order that is pleasing to 
the majority of the tribesmen. 


Laws are created to maintain 


our super-tribe's basic value- 
system, even though these 
values 
(justice, 
freedom, 


equality under the law) are 
generally mere abstractions 
that exist as conceptual ideals 
that while providing a common 
cultural value-bond have no real 
concreteness in our tribe's 
social reality. Laws are made 
and enforced by the power-hold 
groups ("power" defined as 
having control over a nation's 
surplus of productive goods and 
services after the basic needs of 
all the citizens have been met; 
power is economic, social, and 
prestige superiority) within a 
society that benefit most from 
the laws, generally through the 
covert or open economic, social, 
and political repression of the 
subordinated groups. (Suburban 
zoning 
laws, 
oil-de;letion 


allowances, undeclared, illegal 
warfare, subsidising rich far- 
mers, etc.) Laws then, briefly, 
are institutionalized means of 
enforcing a value-system that 
reflects the majority concensus 
of the power-holding groups. 


However one of the major 


flaws of this theory of law in our 
urbanised, industrialized super- 
tribe is reflected by the way a 
value-system is formed by a 
people. First, laws are a 
reflection of a given culture. A 
culture is created by the 
historical experiences of the 
people. For example, the ex- 
tended family unit, consisting of 
two or more generations under 
one roof, provides protection for 
the family unit as a whole by 
sheer numbers, the care of the 
elderly, and the continuation of 
word-of-mouth education from 
the old to the young. Now from 
this cultural development a 
unique 
"world-view" 
is 


developed by regarding others 
from the context of your own 
cultural view-point. 


In a large, culturally diverse 


society as ours, sub-groups 
develop with a different value- 
system. America has a value- 
foundation that is an abstract 
bond that gives us all a national 
identity. But how well we adhere 
to these values, what priority we 
give them, and how we interpret 
them depends upon our group's 
experiences within the culture. 
Rural farmers have different 
ideas of morality, money- 
spending, and manners than 
the urban man because he was 
raised and lives in a different 
part of our culture and therefore 
has different experiences. The 
poverty groups, hippies, far- 
mers, ethnic groups all receive 
different interpretations of the 
value-foundation and so do not 
share the same value-system 


entirely; the more it is different 
the farther away from 
the 


middle-class 
dominateiy-heid 


values it is. It is for this reason 
that true justice can never 
happen in our tribe. The 
majority power-holding groups 
must someday recognize the 
relativity of values and by 
recognizing this perhaps weigh 
their 
judgements 
in 
this 


knowledge and at least ap- 
proach justice under the law. 


But all laws are intrinsically 


hypocritical, flawed because 
they are either conceived out of 
or used with prejudice, fear, or 
ignorance. Segregation 
laws, 


abortion laws, pornography 
laws are examples. 


But what do flawed and 


hypocritical laws 
represent? 


Laws are culturally determined 
and reflect a people and a 
culture that is chauvinistic, 
ethnocentric, and afraid of the 
different. We are very much a 
super-tribe, 
suffering 
from 


chauvinistic 
nationalism, 


unrealistic sexual and moral 
taboos, personality-worship in 
picking our leaders and tribal 
heroes, and an ethical-system 
that is unrealistic and held up as 
a divine standard 
to all 


tribesmen then broken, lied 
about, and compromised by all 
of us when we break it on the 
battlefield, the courts, and the 
churches. We are self-deluded 
about our superiority, then 
squander billions of dollars that 
are badly needed here at home 
to try to make the rest of the 
world believe it too. 


We have the potential to ac- 


tually become the greatest 
nation on this globe. If someday 
we break away from our group- 
centeredness and our one-value- 
centeredness we could realize 
there is much we can learn from 
other cultures and our own sub- 
groups. Our values are not 
supreme, our laws are not 
perfect, our culture not God- 
given. Cultural-relativity is an 
important concept 
to un- 


derstand. It is our reckless 
nationalism here and abroad 
that is destroying us. How 
necessary is it to have flag 
pasted to your car windscreen? 
How necessary to our security is 
it to have wasted over 45,000 
American lives, over 400 billion 
dollars, and over 32,000 Asian 
lives in Indo-China? Until we 
stop playing God in the world, 
until we stop our America right- 
or-wrong attitude we will con- 
tinue to destroy ourselves. What 
supreme irony it is to realize 
that we are saluting Old Glory 
with one hand and cutting our 
throats with the other. 


It is worth pondering what 


Stan 
Lee 
once 
wrote: 


"Civilizations grow, enjoy their 
brief moment of glory, only to 
sink into the dust once more. Is 
this the final fate of all who live? 
Is this the end of striving and of 
hope? Is it but in desolation that 
man can find the peace he 
seeks?''
